Storm Strikes During 
Twister Alert—Traf- 


fic Snarled, 500 
Hom es Damaged, 
Power Knocked Out. 


Winds and torrential rain 
struck the St. Louis area yes- 
terday afternoon, causing some 
damage in the southern part of 
St. Louis county, snarling traf- 
fic and arousing widespread 
fears of a tornado. 

The storm, which occurred 
during a period when the 
Weather Bureau had warned 
that a tornado might strike in 
this area, produced jitters 
among many St. Louisans. Tor- 
nadoes had killed 51 persons 
and caused severe damage in 
Missouri and Kansas Monday 
and Tuesday. 

Those portions of Missouri 
damaged by the twisters were 
designated as “major disaster“ 
areas by President Eisenhower 
in an order that sent federal 
civil defense officials into the 
state to determine the extent 
of damage and amount of fed- 
eral aid needed. 

500 Homes Damaged. 

In St. Louis county an esti- 
mated 500 homes suffered same 
roof damage from the wind 
and falling trees, another 15,000 
were without electric power for 
varying periods of time and one 
man was hurt when a falling 
tree struck his automobile.

HUNGARY DECREES

HONG KONG, May 23 (AP)—

NEW JUVENILE 
CODE BILL SENT

A bill which would establish 
a state human rights commis- 
sion stripped of effective power 
to combat racial and te

stronger House measure. 
The.Senate Democratic lead- 
ership prevented the bill from 
being reported to the Senate 


late yesterday. 


The delay in reporting the 
measure may result in the de- 
feat of efforts to set up a state 
anti-discrimination agency this 
session. The measure, placed at 
the foot of the calendar, may 
not be reached before the legis- 
lative session ends May 31. 
The Senate proposal, as did 
the House bill, provides for the 
appointment of an 11-member 
commission by the Governor, to 
encourage and work for elimi- 
nation of all forms of dis- 
crimination because of race or 
national origin. One member 
would be named from each of 
the 11 congressional districts In 
the state. 

The Senate committee elimi- 
nated all references to religious 
discrimination, and struck out 
a provision giving the commis- 
sion the right to hold public 
hearings on charges of discrimi- 
nation.

St. Louis Needs Help 


The Missouri Legislature enjoys barely more 
than a week to accomplisir something construc- 
tive for St. Louis. So far the city has drawn a 
blank. By midnight May 31—e week from 
Friday—the Sixty-ninth General Assembly will 
fade into history. It will be an outrage if St. 
Louis’s legislative hopes fade with it, as the 
news from Jefferson City indicates is the case. 
Even so, there is still time to reconsider and 
revise the program, which includes: 

First, a measure that would clarify the powers 
of the Bi-State Development Agency. What Bi- 
State must have if it is to achieve its full poten- 
tial is a bill identical with one passed by the 
Illinois General Assembly in 1953. Armed with 
that kind of authority, the agency then could 
take steps that would benefit the whole state. 

We refer in particular to the opportunity that 
exists to create. a thriving industrial park in 
the 4000-acre Columbia Bottoms site. Bi-State 
could develop this area if the Legislature would 
unshackle it. That would mean hundreds of 
jobs, new payrolls and, among other things, sub- 
stantial new revenue to the state in the form 
of rising tax collections. 

Second, authority for the city to condemn 
residential property for off-street parking, as 
well as authority to use parking meter revenues 
for the construction of such facilities, St. Louis 
is the only major Missouri municipality that 
cannot use its parking meter money this way. 

These companion measures are designed pri- 
marily to help the city’s neighborhood business 
districts compete with the roomy new shopping 
centers in the suburbs. Deterioration of the 
neighborhoods means a loss in tax values to 
the state as well as to the city. Why St. Louis 
legislators decline to push these bills it is dif- 
ficult to understand—unless of course it is in 
deference to the private parking lot lobby. 

Third, a measure that would permit the city 
to erect its proposed new $3,000,000 Workhouse 
on a 140-acre tract owned by the state in north 
St. Louis county. The land was once owned by 
the city. And under a reversionary clause in 
the transfer the ground always must be used 
for institutional purposes. 

The city has no area within its borders suit- 
able for this institution, which in large measure 
houses persons convicted under state law. The 
existing Workhouse site is unsuitable for rede- 
velopment; moreover, it is on the route of the 
proposed Ozark Expressway, so the city will 
have to move it in any event. 

The city also ought to get authority to create 
a pension system for its employes, to sell 
liquor by the drink at its magnificent new aip- 
post terminal and to issue warrants and sub- 
penas in police court cases as other cities do. 
And it ought to enjoy authority to control 
spending, personnel and organization of its so- 
called “county” offices, althougb that hot sub- 
ject has not even been whispered about in the 
current legislative session. 

Like the St. Louis Board of Aldermen, the 
St. Louis legislative delegation is in large meas- 
ure a creature of the Democratic City Commit- 
tee, which tolerates Mayor Tucker because it 
cannot lick him. 

The city’s Senators and Representatives as a 
group have spent most of their time rushing 
through pay-rise proposals for their political 
cronies who inhabit the patronage-ridden “coun- 
ty offices.” The proposals generally do violence 
to the spirit of the State Constitution and.Gov. 
Blair ought te veto them. 

The St. Louis legislators still have time to do 
something constructive for their city, If they 
fail, perhaps civic progress may demand a de- 
termined campaign to unseat the whole slate. 
As for the outstate legislators, if they would 
really move to the city’s aid—not hold back out 
of “courtesy” to the city’s delegation—St. Louis- 
ans would owe them a real debt and might 
even express their appreciation the next time a 
legislative pay proposal appears on the ballot. 
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Strange Regulation 

The spectacle the Federal Power Commis- 
sion chairman helping natural gas producers 
draft a bill to avoid regulation is a distressing 


one indeed. 


Yet it is the picture Chairman Jerome Kuy- 
kendall drew for a House investigating comittee. 

Mr. Kuykendall went on to disclose the fur- 
ther amazing details that he was acting on in- 
structions from the White House, that he had 
been ordered to proceed in secrecy, and that, 
while he conferred freely with the natural gas 
companies, he did not consult with a single 
representative of the consuming public which 
it is the sworn and single duty of the FPC to 
protect. 

Mr. Kuykendall, incidentally, represented 
natural gas interests before the FPC prior to 
being appointed chairman of the commission. 

His performance for the natural gas interests 
was not the first of its kind during the present 
Administration. 

Representatives of both FPC and the Securi- 
ties and Exchange Commission sat in on the 
drafting sessions for the Dixon-Yates céntract, 
on which each of those agencies was later to 
pass judgment, And they sat in at the behest 
of the Bureau of the Budget, the fiscal arm of 
the President's office, which itself was acting 
on the President's orders. 

These are, for regulatory agencies, improprie- 
ties of the most basic sort. The duty of a 
regulatory agency is to deal at arm’s length 
with the business it is to regulate. 

When, instead, it sits down with the regulated 
business and tries to help the latter get by the 
reguiation, what protection remains for the 
public? 

Plainly the time is ripe, and more than ripe, 
for a complete reappraisal of the regulatory 
agencies of the Federal Government, and their 
rededication away from private and back to the 
public interest, 
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Political Paralysis in Haiti 

The Republic of Haiti seen 19 Presidents 
deposed by revolution in a century and a half. 
so the current situation, with the Army ruling 
and no President at all, hardly represents a 
departure from tradition. . 

What is new in Haiti is the technique of pas- 
sive revolution, by strike and not by violence, 
which deposed former President Paul Maglotre 
late last year. This same unusual technique was 
adopted by the Colombians a few weeks ago 
to depose the Rojas Pinilla dictatorship. And 
it is being employed again in Port-au-Prince 
against the Army, whose Brig. Gen. Leon Can- 
tave took over the Government this week. 

For the moment, however, Haitians are far 
from united against military rule. They are so 
disgusted at the maneuverings of rival politi- 
cians that, in the provinces at least, there was 
a popular demand for military action. Mean- 
while, Gen. Cantave ‘promises a special conven- 
tion to pick a provisional President, pending 
regular elections. These were put off from 
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stability when President Magloire refused to 
retire. Now the Army promises stability, but 
history indicates how much comfort Haitians 
may find in that.

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Sound Strategy Agains t Beck 

In replacing Dave th John F. English, 
the AFL-CIO Executive Council has moved 
shrewdly to promote a clean-up inside the Team- 
sters union, instead of attempting to compel 
action from outside, 

From the first disclosures about Beck’s mis- 
rule, the AFL-CIO has faced a difficult prob- 
lem. With its 1,400,000 members, the Teamsters 
union is not only the largest within the AFL- 
CIO, but also has been a highly independent 
section of the parent group. 

Consequently the threat of expelling the 
Teamsters from the AFL-CIO would not have 
guaranteed a clean-up in the Teamsters. And 
the dismissal of Beck from the AFL-CIO Execu- 
tive Council, without further steps, might have 
led many Teamsters to believe that their union 
was the target, and not Beck alone. 


The AFL-CIO has avoided such risks by, nam 


ing English, the Teamsters’ secretary-treasurer, 
to Beck's old post on the council. This was 
clever strategy, for which AFL-CIO President 
George Meany deserves the credit. 

In effect, the substitution of English for Beck 
leaves the Teamsters with representation in 
the AFL-CIO. The union cannot claim anyone 
is trying to destroy it. And since Mr. English 
is an avowed opponent of Dave Beck, the anti- 
Beck forces within the Teamsters have been 
encouraged to push the struggle to oust Beck 
as the boss. The clean-up of the tinion should 
be more thorough if the Teamsters themselves 
do the sweeping. 
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Strategic Use of Verbosity

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Algeria Haunts the French 

The resignation of French Premier Guy Mollet 
looks like an uncalculated result of an outburst 
of political anger. M. Mollet had held office 
since January 1956, longer than any postwar 
Premier, largely because no other politician was 
eager to assume his burdens. 

Algeria is at the root of the trouble. The 
Radical Socialists wanted Mollet to settle the 
North African revolt by concessions similar to 
those made by Mendes-France in Tunisia and 
Morocco, But the terms which Mollet did offer 
the Algerians were not acceptable, and he 
shifted to a policy of increasing “toughness.” 
Disclosures of French terror by returning re- 
servists weakened his standing except with the 
extreme conservatives—the men who refused to 
pay the Algerian war bill by a relatively slight 


increase in taxes and a corresponding budget. 


cut. 

Acceptance of the new taxes would have 
given the Government a chance to pay for the 
Algerian war out of income rather than by 
loans, This is essential since French reserves 
in the monetary stabilization fund are nearing 
the vanishing point, and other French credits 
also are close to exhaustion. Without new in- 
come, this means turning to the Bank of France 
for printing-press money or, according to the 
standard formula, to the United States for help. 

There are risks in the fact that France is 
without a government while involved with the 
Arabs and in the midst of a fiscal crisis. Yet 


these perils may bring the politicians to their 


senses. These men dumped the realistic, con- 
structive Mendes-France who was ready to cut 
French colonial losses, and now they have 
dumped the man who was forced to follow harsh 
policies obviously outdated. They were willing to

Peace on a Poisoned Earth? 


Dangers and risks from fallout need to be better understood 
before mankind proceeds with H-bomb testing; official answers 
to fears and doubts are more defensive than reassuring; nation 


needs independent scientific appraisal of radiation hazard. 


An Editorial in The Louisville Courier-Journal 


This summer the British have tested 
their first hydrogen bomb from a Pa- 
cific island rather grimly called Christ- 
mas. Thus, thanks in part to our ob- 
session with secrecy and the exclusive 
possession of atomic knowledge, it has 
become a matter of national pride if 
not of self-protection, for other nations 
to master the secret for themselves. 
Once Russia shared our knowledge and 
matched our testing with hers, others 
began looking grimly at their possible 
fate in the event 
of atomic warfare. 

The result of 
that grim look is 
that Britain de- 
cided to strain all 
her resources 80 
that she need not 
be behind us or 
Russia in the dead- 
ly game of threat- 
ening atomic retal- 
lation. The hydro- 
gen bomb test was 
deeply disturbitig 
to the British peo- 
ple themselves, to 
some of their af- 
filiated nations and to the Japanese 
who have already suffered from early 
weapons and the tests of later ones. 
There are signs that the fact of the 
test was disturbing in this country, too. 
It offered no direct advantage to us. It 
may stimulate still more Russian tests. 
But, worse than this, it may force other 
nations into feeling that their sovereign- 
ty demands the making—and the test- 
ing—of a homemade hydrogen bomb. 


Universal Plea for Agreement 


This development comes just as this 
country is facing up uncomfortably to 
a discussion which has incalculable con- 
sequences for all of us. It was hinted 
at last fall when Adlai Stevenson tried 
to stimulate political debate on the 
effect, upon the health of mankind and 
posterity, of radioactive fallout gener- 
ated by continual testing of atomic 
weapons. 


But Mr. Stevenson's plea that some 
effort be made to reach a binding agree- 
ment on halting atomic and hydrogen 
tests has been echoed in influential 
quarters. The Pope has expressed the 
same hope. Japanese leaders have 
vainly sought reassurance from us and 
from the British. Most recently Dr. 
Albert Schweitzer, the great human- 
itarian, has written from his African 
post a solemn warning. 

Our answers to these fears and 
doubts have so far been defensive 
rather than reassuring. Dr. Willard 
F. Libby of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission issued a statement apparently 
answering Dr. Schweitzer’s warning, 
but a careful reading of it is not very 
comforting. 


Dr. Libby says that the “average” of 
“external from fallouts, that is 
those which might cause genetic effects 
„ „ « has been from about .07 per 


cent to about 3 per cent of the natural 
radiation exposure. 

Such figures mean nothing to the 
average man, because the earth and its 
creatures in the vicinity of these tests 
are exposed to far greater concentra- 
tions than this. Fish, birds, insects, 
animals have all been exposed to con- 
tamination. 


In Nevada, where weapons testing is 
carried out almost continuously, The 
Reporter magazine has checked expe- 
riences of the population with reports 
by the AEC’s own reports on fallout. 
Here, through faulty warnings or an 
actual ignorance of the extent to which 
weather conditions would affect fallout, 
whole towns and settlements were ex- 
posed to deadly contamination. Thou- 
sands of sheep died on one range near 
the testing grounds. People have sued 
to prove that cancer, leukemia, loss of 
hair and inexplicable illnesses are 
caused by the tests. 


Britain Sets an Example 


These disquieting phenomena have 
not been adequately explained, and 
there seem to be two main reasons. One 
is the secrecy-enforced by Congress on 
scientists connected with the AEC, It 
is impossible even to discuss the 
specific effects of tests on the human 
body or on the universe as long as 
most of the facts surrounding these 
tests must be kept secret, 


Another reason why the people and 
to some extent the scientists remain 
alarmed but uninformed Is a little more 
complex. It is, suggests The Reporter, 
because the men who must make the 
weapons succeed must also judge 
whether their experiments endanger us. 

The British have set up, outside their 
Atomic Energy Authority, a Medical 
Research Council, which operates inde- 
pendently of the testing agencies and 
reports directly to Parliament. 


We, it would seem, urgently need 
some such independent body, scien- 
tifically manned, responsible to Con- 
gress, but charged only with the deter- 
mination of effects from tests, not with 
es or success of the weapons 
tested, b 


Peace Bought at This Price’ 


Dr. Libby made much point in his 
statement of the comparatively small 
risk we run from testing compared to 
the big one of being caught without 
weapons in case of an H-bomb war. 

But the risk is not comparatively 
small if, in the race to keep ahead, we 
and our potential enemies succeed in 
poisoning the earth and everything that 
lives thereon, including even our un- 
born children. Peace bought at this 
price would indeed be a desperate mock- 
ery. Even the thought of it should urge 
men of goodwill everywhere into the 
most intense and prayerful efforts to 
postpone all testing everywhere, at

Her Art Consumed Her 


SUSHILA, by Graham McInnes. (Putnam, 

315 pgs. $3.95.) : 

When I first saw this book with its 
purple cover-jacket and its garish pic- 
ture of an Indian girl, I found myself 
turning away from the book. When I 
finally settled down to read it, I re- 
sented that cover-jacket yet more, for 
the novel “Sushila” is far too good 
a novel to be so hampered.

NEW DELHI, May 23 a! 
Prime Minister Nobusuk 
of Japan arrived in Now — 
today for a two-day visit, the 
first ever made by a Japanese 
Government chief to India. 

Prime Minister Nehru and 
other Indian officials, members 
of the diplomatic corps and an 
estimated 1500 other persons 
were on hand to welcome Kishi | 
at New Delhi's airport.

U.S, ASKS RUSSIA 
TO PAY $796,604 


WASHINGTON, May 23 (UP) 
~The United States today de- 
manded that Russia pay $756,- 
604 for the “hostile” and “un- 
provoked” destruction of a 
United States Air Force plane 
over northern Japan in Novem- 
ber 1954. 

Soviet MIG jet édighters at- 
tacked a B-29 as it flew over 
northern Japan and nearby wa- 


ters on a reconnaissance mis- 
sion. 

The crew of 11 parachuted 
from the B-29 after it had been 
set afire by the attacking 
planes. Ten of the airmen land- 
ed safe. Lt. Sigfredo Angulo 
was injured and died. 

Denies Soviet Charges. 

In a 5000-word note, deliv- 
ered in Moscow today, the Unit- 
ed States rejected the Soviet 
argument that the incident of 
Nov. 7, 1954, was caused by 
the B-29 firing on the Soviet 
planes, and that the incident 
took place over Soviet ‘terri- 
tory. 
The note said the guns in the 
American plane had not been 
fired. It said the United States 
“is ready to prove, in an appro- 
priate form by evidence, that 
the incident was unprovoked 
and took place in international 
air space and in Japanese terri- 
torial air space over Hokkaido, 
Japan.” 

The United States said th 
MIG fighters attacked the B-29 
without warning. It said there 
was no reason that would justify 

such hostile action.“ 

Renews Charge. 

The United States used the 
incident to renew its long-stand- 
ing charge that the Soviet 
Union “illegally” odcupies cer- 
tain islands north of Japan. The 
incident took place near these 
islands. But the plane, while 
seeking to escape, crashed in 
northern Japan, demolishing. a 
farmhouse and damaging crops. 

The United States said the 
Habomai islands and other 
nearby islands occupied by the 
Soviet Union “properly belong 
to Japan.” 


In presenting claims for losses 
suffered in the attack, the note 
charged that the incident could 
not have occurred without the 
authority of the Soviet Govern- 
ment. It said the attacks “were 
planned, initiated, directed and 
continuously controlled by re- 
sponsible authorities of the So- 
viet Government” to destroy the 
plane. and bring about “the 
death of its crew.” 

Because of its actions, the 
United States said, the Soviet 
Government “was guilty of de- 
liberate and willful violation of 
applicable rules of international 
law” and thereby liable for 
damages. y 

Total damages asked by the 
United States amounted to 
$756,604. Moscow ‘was billed

BUENOS AIRES, May 23 (AP) 
President Pedro Aramburu 


„was reported today to be pre- 


paring a shake-up of his army 
commands following the ouster 
and arrest of the commander 
in chief, Gen. Luis Bussetti. 

Bussetti’s removal came yes- 
terday after he led a defiant 
group of army leaders in de- 
manding that Aramburu fire the 
Army Minister, Gen. Victor 
Jaime Majo? who was appointed 
to that post Monday. 


An undetermined number of 
officers who backed Bussetti 
were reported arrested. Bussetti 
had served as commander-in- 
chief six months. 


Majo took over Bussetti's post 
in addition to his own minis- 
terial duties. He scheduled a 
press conference for late today, 
and it was believed he would 
announce additional command 
changes, possibly inclading the 
forced retirement of scores of 
officers. 


The dispute was the third 
military crisis for Aramburu in 
three months. The army troubles 
have been building up since last 
week when Gen. Arturo Ossorio 
Arana, one of Aramburu’s clos- 
est supporters, resigned as Army 
Minister. He reportedly stepped 
out as the result of a feud with 
Gen. Hector Solanas Pachecho, 
an influential cavalry general. 


Selection of a successor 
brought a split between a 
younger group of officers and 
an opposing clique of old-guard 
generals. 

Aramburu called on Majo, a 
66-year-old artilleryman who 
had been retired seven years, 
to fill the job in an apparent 
attempt to place a neutral lead- 
ership over the wrangling fac- 
tions. 

That move displeased both 
sides and brought a joint effort 
from them to revoke Majo’s ap- 
pointment. 

Aramburu met their demands 
head-on by calling in the top 
army leaders and ordering them

Business Men Demand Budget Cut 
But Want to Keep Pet Projects 


WASHINGTON, May 23 (AP) 
—Many business men—speaking 
as a group—are telling Con- 
gress: Cut President Eisen- 
hower’s budget.” But a number 
of individual business men, 
while agreeing with that gen- 
eral idea, say No!“ when any- 
one suggests trimming their 
own pet projects. 

One of the most outspoken 
critics of heavy government 
spending is the United States 
Chamber of Commerce. A 
spokesman of that national 
organization of business men 
said “we feel the budget can 
and must be cut by a minimum 
of five billion dollars.” 


But the group’s former presi- 
dent, John 8. Coleman, has 
said the chamber favored a 
$3,500,000 expenditure for the 
Commerce Department’s Busi- 
ness and Defense Services 
Administration.

William F. Kirk, manager of 
the economics department of 
General Petroleum Co., sup- 
porting $200,000 for petroleum 
statistical activities: “I serious- 
ly feel that inadequate funds 
for this purpose would be false 
economy.’ 

Ernest R. Mitchell, president 
of the Kentucky Chamber of 
Commerce, backing spending 
of some $70,000,000 on naviga- 
tion improvement-flood control 
work in the Ohio valley: “All 
the people of Kentucky have 
an important stake in the de- 
velopment of Ohio valley water 
resources.” 

Asked if it were not incon- 
sistent for business men to sup- 
port spending on certain spe- 
cific projects, the national 
chamber spokesman replied:

E ARE FIRM believers in 
never taking apart some- 
thing that is all together, 
but sometimes in repairing and 
re-gluing furniture it’s neces- 
sary to take a joint or two 
apart before the pieces can all 

be put together again. 

You'll find that the glue used 
to put most furniture together 
is pretty strong stuff. In fact, 
it’s so strong that if you try 
to force the pieces apart by 
brute strength you may find 
that the wood will split before 
the glue will let go. So the 
first rule in taking apart a 
glued joint is not to try to 
do it by force. The only safe 
way is to soften up the glue. 

Most glues used in furniture 
will soften up if exposed to 
warm water or a mixture of 
half and half warm water and 
cider vinegar. It takes a good 
scaking, however, for the warm 
water to do any good so it

WO new trends in films, the prizefighter biography and 
the drug-addict drama, are combined in “MONKEY ON

Director Jeffrey Hayden has staged what he and scrip- 
ter Michael Blankfort evidently consider to be an idyllic 
love drama amidst the vineyards, woods and houses of a 
southern French village called Le Muy, in “THE VINTAGE,” 
2779, at the ESQUIRE. Trouble its, staginess is 
just what he got from his cast, Mel Ferrer, 
John Kerr, Leif Erickson, and in lesser de- 
gree, from Pier Angeli and Michele Mor- 
gan.

As an agency of the Bar As- 
sociation of St. Louis, the Ref- 
erence Service provides low- 
cost legal advice on problems 
ranging from divorce to debt 
and from glib salesmen to gul- 


lible customers. Established as 


a part-time service in 1949, the 
program was expanded to a full- 
time basis in April 1956.

OMETIMES, as in the fol- 
1 lowing case, the client him- 

self refuses to co-operate 
even after he has asked for 
help. The man had sought a 
loan in order to consolidate and 
pay off all his debts, and the 
lending agency suggest that 
he take bankruptcy and let the 
company lawyer handle the liti- 
gation, with fees to be financed 
in connection with the loan. 

“When he approached us,” 
said Miss Dean, “it was to ques- 
tion why his furniture was be- 
ing repossessed if he had been 
discharged in bankruptcy. He 
showed me his payment book 
and he was paying on some 
$1000, even though his original 
bills had totaled only $600. 

“It had never occurred to 
him to question the lending 
agency. I urged him to go to 
an attorney but he said he 
didn’t want to pay out any more 
money. If he had gone to a 
lawyer in the first place, just 
think how much trouble he 
could have been saved. 

“Of course, we can't coerce 
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clients to go to lawyers any 
more than a doctor can force a 
dying man to submit to treat- 
ment. But if they would only 
learn to check in advance be- 
fore they enter into a transac- 
tion of any kind, they would be 
so much better off.” 


Another case in the Refer- 
ence Service files involved a 
woman who was being threat- 
ened with repossession of fur- 
niture which she had mort- 
gaged as security for a loan. 
She wondered if in any way 
she could keep the few pieces 
she had salvaged from the 
houseful she had bought at the 
time of her marriage. Her hus- 
band, she said, had left her 
and had taken most of the fur- 
niture and couldn't be located. 
The attorney assigned to the 
case persuaded the loan com- 
pany to accept smaller pay- 
ments from the woman and 
let her keep the furniture.

ANY of those who come to 
M the Reference Service have 

suspected far too late that 
they have been taken by a dis- 
honest salesman or firm. Some- 
times there’s little that a law- 
yer can do when the customer 
has willingly signed a faulty 
contract, but he still tries. 

„One woman who came to 
us wanted to sell her property,” 
Miss Dean recalied. “She had 
paid $100, her life’s savings, for 
a little shack down near the 
waterfront. As her deed, she 
showed me a carbon copy of a 
paper marked ‘Bill of Sale.’ It 
merely noted the number of the 
house and wasn't signed or no- 
tarized. Many years had passed 
since she had been given the 
paper and finding the seller 
was extremely difficult. By 
threat of a suit for fraud, the 
attorney finally was able to re- 
cover some of the maney she 
had paid but of course she nev- 
er did get a clear title to the 
property. 

“We find a lot of cases of 
out-and-out fraud. One woman 
came to us when she discovered 
that a contract she had signed 
in duplicate had an entirely dif- 
ferent contract beneath the car- 
bon paper, but her signature 
was on that as well as on the 
original. 

“If we could just make people 
stop and investigate or ask for 
legal help before they sign pa- 
pers! You'd be surprised at the 
number who sign contracts in 
blank, trusting the dealer to fill 
out the rest after he has the 
buyer's signature.” 


Often couples come in, ready 
to ask for a divorce. With a 
background in social work as 
well as in the law, Miss Dean 
is able to counsel with some of 
them, Others she sends to social 
agencies if she feels there is a 
chance of saving their marriage. 
If not, she turns to the attorney 
file as a last resort. 

But sometimes that isn’t the 
end. To her, the happiest nota- 
tion in her files is from an at- 
torney who was asked to see a 
quarreling couple. A few days 
later came back the word:
